This issue of our annual catalog is 
dedicated to the memory of I. H. Bass, Jr. 
who died on June 7th, 1956. 


The day was a beautiful one, and late in the afternoon Houston took his plane 
to fly around the various orchards that are parts of the Bass Pecan Company proper- 
ties. There was a suggestion that he perhaps wanted to get a message to some men 
working in one of the more distant orchards, as he sometimes did; however, we 
shall never know. He had passed over the trucks and the men, and then circled as 
if to fly over them again; the circle was never completed — the plane suddenly 
plunged to earth and burst into flame. 


Houston had flown over 600 hours, and there was nothing he liked to do more 
than to get into the air and fly over the orchards and the pine forests here; he loved 
the sight of the growing trees and the green pastures, the beautiful changes made in 
the landscapes of south Mississippi over the years that he had worked here at 
Lumberton. His greatest interests were in conservation — of the land, of the forests, 
of all resources — particularly the tremendous promise of the living and growing, 
both trees and human beings. He had worked long with the school system as a 
member of the Board of Trustees, and since his Eagle Scout days had been a Scout 
leader, and was a director of the Tung Belt Area Scout Council at the time of his 
death. He was also devotedly interested in spiritual conservation, and was a vestry- 
man of Trinity Episcopal Church. 


However, Houston is not completely lost to us, for his widow and two children, 
I. H. Bass, III, a freshman at Mississippi State College (Houston’s alma mater), and 
Claude Brown Bass, in high school, are with us here, continuing his active interest 
and participation in all our efforts. And the trees which he loved continue to grow 
and produce, a living heritage for his family.

Spiral Wrap not only provides protection 
against sun scald, but prevents adult boring insects 
from laying their eggs any place on the bark, and 
also provides security against frost and cold and pro- 
tection against the ravages of rabbits and field mice.

Simple Planting Directions 


Bass Trees Come Ready to Plant 


We endeavor at all times to send out properly pruned trees, just 
the kind which we plant ourselves, leaving the planter nothing to do 
but just set them out. The taller grades of trees need to be top- 
trimmed, as it balances the top against the unavoidable loss of some 
of the roots when the tree is transplanted. Proper pruning insures 
the tree growing well. Our prices are made on the height of the trees 
when dug. When properly top-trimmed, the height is often somewhat 


reduced. Therefore if the height of the trimmed tree when received 


is less than the catalog height, this is the explanation. We measure 
our trees from the ground up, not from the tip of the tap root as many nurserymen do; and 


So our 3-4 ft. size trees are often as large as others’ 5-6 ft. size trees—we don’t charge for the 
roots. 


Protect the Roots 


SHALLOW 
TRENCH 

Never allow the roots of the trees to become dry or exposed to 
the atmosphere for any length of time from the time they reach you 
until they are set in the ground. Wet the roots in the bundle just as 
soon as you can, and if not ready to set out at once, dig a hole and 
put the roots in and cover up well. Place in a shady place if possible. 


Set your trees at once upon arrival, or heel-in promptly as above. 


if the Soil is Dry 


If the soil is dry when the trees are planted, it is a good idea 
to pour a bucketful of water to each tree when the hole is about 
three-fourths filled, and after the water soaks in, fill the hole com: 
pletely with dirt. 

During hot spells during the summer, with dry weather, water 
the trees slightly. One bucketful per tree is usually sufficient. Make 


a basin-like hole at the base of the tree. Pour water, and as soon as 


it is soaked in good, fill the hole completely with dry dirt. This holds 
the moisture in, and also keeps the ground from baking. If you cannot 
pull dry dirt back to keep the soil from baking, Do Not Water At All. Water poured on top 
of the ground and left this way does more harm than good, as it will cause the tree to scald. 


DO NOT put tile down to roots of your trees. 


Plant as Deep as in the Nursery 


When you set out your pecan trees, plant them about the same 
depth they stood in the nursery. Fill in the hole with the best top- 
soil, packing the dirt well around the roots, especially the tap root. 
Keep the roots of the tree straight in their natural position, and do 


not bend them down by the tree. 
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for Pecan and Fruit Trees 


Dig Large Holes — Protect the Roots 


Have a large hole for your trees. Three feet wide and three feet 
deep is normally large enough for pecan trees. This hole can be 
edged larger, if necessary, for the larger size trees. Holes about 12 
inches across, and one to two feet deep usually are large enough 


for fruit trees. 


Cultivate the Soil 


Keep the ground around the trees cultivated thoroughly all dur- 
ing the summer. Never let grass or weeds grow up around your 
trees, as they take nourishment and moisture from the soil which 
will benefit your pecan trees. Keep the ground dug up and soft at 
all times. Our own experience has taught us that no tree responds to 
care and cultivation better than the papershell pecan, and that fre- 


quent shallow cultivation is best. 


Fertilize Properly 


When trees are to be planted on soil rather poor in fertility, use 
a good top-soil in the hole when filling it. About the best fertilizer 
after the tree is planted is manure scattered around the tree. DO 
NOT BANK IT AROUND THE TREE, but scatter it around for 
three feet or so. And if a commercial fertilizer is used, take it and 


scatter it 18 inches or more from the tree, and then work it well 


into the soil. Do not let any fertilizer of any sort touch the roots, 
for many trees are killed by strong fertilizers burning the roots 
before the roots get started growing in the new soil. Fertilizer 
placed on top and worked into the soil will have its substance taken down by rains. Put 
fertilizer around your trees in late winter, if possible, so that the trees will get a fine growth in 


the spring. When the trees are old enough to bear, use potash in some form—wood ashes will do. 


Care of Young Trees 


No pruning is necessary after you once get the trees branching 
high enough. The larger trees we sell will branch high enough any- | 
way, but the smaller trees have to have sprouts cut off occasionally 
that come out on the body of the trees, until the branches get high 
enough. This may be done at any time, either in summer or winter. 
We do not let our own trees branch out any lower than shoulder 


high, or five to six feet above ground. They look better and you can 


work around them where they are not allowed to head too low. 
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Planting Pecan Trees - 


There are two questions, about planting pecan trees, more frequently asked than any 
other: first, how many trees to plant to the acre, and second, what kind of soil in which 
to plant them? 


On land of fair fertility, trees can be planted every 50 feet, although we would recom- 
mend planting 60 feet apart. If the ground is very rich, plant 70 to 80 feet apart. But, for the 
average, figure on 60 feet apart—12 trees to the acre. Please refer to the Square and Triangle 
methods illustrated below. You get more trees to the acre by planting the Triangle method— 
14 instead of 12. Fruit trees may be planted between the pecan trees, allowing about 20 feet 
apart for them. 

Land which will grow hickory or oak trees usually grows pecan trees well. It has been well 


said that any land which will grow cotton will grow pecans. Well-drained land is needed for 
best results. Practically all lands in the Southern states will grow pecans. 


The earlier in the fall season pecan trees are planted the better will be your, prospects 
for them living, the more vigorous they will grow off, and the earlier they will begin to 
bear. Set out pecan trees as early as practicable after the leaves fall, in November, December, 
January, February, or March. Even if you cannot plant your trees until January or later, book 
your order early so we may reserve some of our finest trees for you. ; 


Use a planting board in setting your trees. 
This is easily made by taking a plank or board 
about six feet long, and cutting a V-shaped 
groove in the center. Drive stakes in the ground 
where trees are to be planted; then place your 
planting board so that the groove is around 
one of the stakes. Place small sticks or pegs at each end of the planting board, in the ground; 
this gives you marks to come back to. Dig your hole, replace your planting board between 
the two pegs you set; and now you have the groove in the exact place where you want your 
tree to be. Put your tree into the hole, center it with the planting board, tamp the soil down 
to hold it there. If you do not use a planting board it is hard to get the trees in line again 
after holes are dug, even if they were lined up exactly right to begin with.

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Methods of Shipment 


We prefer to ship pecan trees and fruit trees to you by Railway Express, for this company 
gives a special nursery rate and can get the trees to you promptly. We send you a notice on the 
day the trees are shipped, so you may expect arrival of the trees at the express office and can 
call about the shipment. Shipments are always made Express Collect, unless special arrange- 
ments are made in advance for shipments to come prepaid. We do not ship c.o.d. without a 
deposit of at least 25% of the total amount of the order. 


Parcel Post shipments can be made of Small size pecan trees and Small and Medium size 
fruit trees. These will be cut back to meet postal regulations. Fruit trees have a shorter root 
than pecan trees, and so a larger size can be shipped Parcel Post. To have your order sent by 
mail, add up the order and then add one-fifth (20%) of this total for postage. You can request 
shipment c.o.d. for the postage, but this will just add a fee to the cost of postage, so it is better 
to allow for postage and include in your check. 

Motor Freight shipment will be made if you will give us complete routing instructions 
when sending in your order: You can get these by calling your local motor freight company 
and ask for the quickest and best routing from Lumberton or Hattiesburg. Railroad freight is 
too slow for shipment of perishable trees. Motor Freight is used only when specific delivering 
carriers are named with order. 


SPECIAL NOTICE 


Before you accept any shipment inspect it. Be sure that the bundle 
is not damaged and trees broken. If so, have the deliveryman make 
notation of such damage on your receipt, and send to us at once. 


We will be glad to file claim for the damage for you. 


If the package is so delayed or badly damaged that shipment is 
refused, have the agent give you some evidence of the attempted 
delivery and reason for the refusal. Send this to us, so duplicate ship- 
ment can be made and claim filed.
